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Japan Subsidizes Rhodamine G 





Total of Seven Dyes Now Given Bounty—Subsidies to be Granted to 
Thirteen More Colors When Manufactured in Japan 


(Spectal to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Tokyo, Japan, Nov. 29—Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry has an- 
nounced a subsidy to Rhodamine 
G, a dye manufactured by Nippon 
Senryo Kaisha (Japan Dyestuffs 
Co), Osaka. This makes seven 
dyestuffs, which are given bounty 


-by the Government in accordance 


with the Dyestuffs Manufacturing 
Encouragement Law, enforced on 
and after October 15, last year. The 
seven dyestuffs are exclusively 
made by this company. The names 
of these dyes together with their 
yearly production and_ subsidies 
are as follows:

Quinoline yellow is most heavi- 
ly produced and demanded and is 
the first of all manufactured, being 
completed in March last. The 
authorities of the Ministry have 
an intention to encourage the man- 
ufacturing of dyestuffs which have 
not yet been produced in Japan. 
For this object, the encouragement 
law which was adopted at the Im- 
perial Diet at its session before 
last was enforced last year. The 
law provides that the Government 
gives subsidy to any company 
which manufactures any of the 
twenty kinds of high-grade dye- 
stuffs designated by the Govern- 
ment and not yet produced here. 
The term of subsidization is five 
years till October 14, 1930, sub- 
ject to the postponement by one 
year. The Government appropriates 
Y 4,000,000 as subsidy for these 
twenty dyes, the subsidy for one 
unit being about Y200,000. Within 


only one year after the issue of the 
law, the manufacturing of seven 
kinds has been completed and be- 
fore the end of next year the com- 
plete manufacturing of these spe- 
cific materials is assured. 


The Government authorities are 
making a strict inspection on de- 
served dyestuffs before they are 
given bounty. Therefore, the sub- 
sidy on one material does not 
reach Y200,000 and with a surplus 
to be created in the subsidy, the 
Government intends to encourage 
tte manufacturing of more high- 
grade materials. The twenty dye- 
stuffs, for which the Government 
gives subsidy on the completion 
of manufacturing, are listed as un- 
der, including seven Nippon Sen- 
ryo dyes already subsidized:

The subsidy 
of Y4,000,000 is paid to the amount 
of Y800,000 each year by the 
Government. 


The Japanese Government in- 


tends to stop the importation of 
all kinds of dyes from abroad on 
thejr completion of manufacturing 
for the protection of the domestic 
dyestuffs. This point forms a 
hard nut to crack in the prelimin- 
ary negotiations of the Japan- 
German Commercial Treaty now 
going on between the’ Foreign 
Office authorities and the German 
diplomatic authorities here. The 
Foreign Office is rather against the 
discriminatory policy of the Min- 
istry of Commerce and Industry 
on German dyes, but the latter is 
resolute. The German Ambassador, 
Dr. Wilhelm Solf, is staying in 
serlin, negotiating with the Japan- 
ese Ambassador, Dr. H. Nagaoka. 
Dr. Solf’s return to Tokyo about 
the middle of December is expected 
to give the finishing touches to 
the problem. 

Nippon Senryo Kaisha, Ltd., 
Osaka, has declared a 5 per cent 
dividend for the year ended in 
October. It has yielded a profit 
of Y264,381 for the last half year, 
including Y89,605, the balance 
brought forward from the previous 
term and the net proceeds of Y174,- 
776. Of this, it has devoted Y13,- 
300 to the legal reserve, Y200,000 
to the dividend for shareholders and 
Y51,081 to the balance to be car- 
ried forward. 


DYE IMPORTS DECLINE 

Imports of dyes into this coun- 
try during November were below 
those of October, and also below 
those of November 1925. Pounds 
imported were 383,142, valued at 
$327,164, against 460,351 Ibs., val- 
ued at $406,167 during October and 
414,755 Ibs., valued at $295,885, in 
November 1925. The total imports 
for the eleven jmonths ‘of this 
year were 4,283,739 ibs., valued ot 
$3,817,426, against 4,505,599, valued 
at $4,077,815, during the first eleven 
months of 1925. Germany in-

CHINAWOOD OIL LOWER ON SMALL DEMAND 


Remainder of Oil Market Shows But Slight Changes—Benzene Weak— 


Toluene in Heavy Demand—Phenol 


Steady—Methanol Remains 


Strong—Ammonia Competitive—Barium Chloride Easy

Industrial chemicals show prac- 
tically no variations in price 
structure. The movement is fair, 
but is retarded by the approach of 
inventory period. Contracts con- 
tinue to occupy the attention of 
most factors. Marked strength 
continues in methanol. Sodium 
prussiate contracts are being closed 
at recently announced prices. Mak- 
ers of tin salts have reduced their 
quotations following a lower mar- 
ket for the metal. 

Marked weakness is present in 
the market for benzene. . Although 
open quotations remain unchanged 
at 24c gal., spot sales are, in the 
very great majority, being put 
through at 23c gal., with the mar- 
ket none too firm at that figure. 
Toluene demand is absorbing all 
production for a month ahead in 
some directions. Xylene and sol- 
vent naphtha are easy but firm. 
Pyridine is receiving practically no 
attention. Phenol is firm on or- 
dinary business. Cresylic acid is 
steady. 

Intermediates are moving in a 
routine manner at unchanged 
prices. Contract business has been 
quite satisfactory to sellers who 
state that no more than usual shad- 
ing appeared on this business. A 
rumor is heard that a large con- 
sumer of beta-naphthol is to make 
his own material and probably have 
a surplus to sell. This is expected 
to develop fully in about six 
months. 


Movement in the oil market has 
shown no material change this 
week from its easy position. There 
is no more strength to the animal 
oils and most of these items are 


finding a better outlet now. On . 


the other hand, Chinawood oil 
was sharply Jower on spot in bar- 
rels and for futures from the 
Coast in tanks. This decline is 
attributed to the very routine in- 
terest on the part of the paint and 
varnish trade. This quietness also 
was noticeable in linseed oil, which 
is quoted at unchanged figures 
openly but subject to shading on

Aniline Oil—Makers report no 
unusual developments and quote 
unchanged prices. 

Benzene—This market is weak. 
Although open quotations are still 
given at 24c gal., only a few spot 
sales are being made at this fig- 
ure, and the great majority are 
being made at 23c gal. in compet- 
ition. The market is not definitely 
established at one price, but may 
be given a range of 23c@24c gal. 
The large production, the falling off 
in gasoline blending demand due 
to the season and other anti-knock 
gasolines, as well as the decreas- 
ing export demand caused by the 
settling of the British coal strike, 
are factors in the downward trend 
of the market. 
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Cresylic Acid—This market has 
shown no_change following the 
settling of the British coal strike. 
Prices are firm and unchanged. 


Beta-Naphthol — Movement is 
good and prices are firm in all di- 
rections. A rumor is heard that a 
large consumer is to manufacture 
his own material and market the 
surplus. It is expected that this 
will develop within six months. 


Phenol—Movement is good but 
potential production is greatly in 
excess, of present consumption.

Current quota- 
tions are 15%c fb for edible prime, 
14c tb for off prime; extra No. 1, 
10%c th; No. 1, 10%c tb and No. 
2 10c fb. 

Oil Linseed—Although crushers 
haye been maintaining the open 
quoted market at llc tb for raw oil 
in carlots on spot, this price is 
subject to shading and business 
would gladly be accepted at 10.7c 
per fb. 

Neatsfoot Oil—A rather sharp 
decline occurred in C. P. and 20° 
last week and they are now quoted 
at 1534c tb each. Pure is also 
lower at 13%c hb. 

Tallow—The position of extra 
has been better for the past week 
and on reviving interest prices are 
now quoted higher at 7%c tb. 
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CARNAUBA AND JAPAN WAXES AGAIN FEATURE MARKET 


Carnauba Almost Unobtainable and Higher—Japan Also Up With Fur- 
ther Advances Predicted—Both in Limited Supply Here—Spot Blood 
Shows Firmer Undertone—South \American Tankage Lower

Strength and further advances in 
carnauba and Japan waxes were 
again the features of this mar- 
ket. Carnauba has soared to new 
high levels and importers are tak- 
ing orders in a very limited way 
only from regular customers. The 
same is true of Japan wax, which 
has shown advances over the week 
and it is freely predicted that a 
further advance of 2c fb is im- 
minent. 

Dried blood presents a firmer 
tone on the New York’ market as 
sellers are rather short of supplies. 
Inquiry has been light. Fish scrap 
is unchanged and with the close 
of the season at hand quoted 
nominally. Sharp reductions are 
heard in dispatches from South 
America on ground tankage. The 
‘Chicago and New York markets 
are unchanged and somewhat above 
the new level for the South Amer- 
ican. Sales have been made this 
week on imported bone meal and 
the market is steady for both 
domestic and imported. 


Blood — Although the demand 
continues very routine, prices were 
a bit firmer early this week’ because 
of a spot shortage. Offers were 
heard at $3.85 unit, New York. 
Chicago is unchanged and quiet 
at $4.35 unit. South American is 
firm. 


Bone Meal—Imported 3 and 50% 
has been moving in fair volume at 
$28.00@$29.00 ton New York with 
sales put through at both levels. 
Domestic is steady and unchanged 
at $30.00 ton. 


Carnauba Wax—Sales of No. 1 
at a level of 90c tbh are reported 
this week with supplies still more 
scarce and suppliers only caring for 
their best customers’ needs ~ in 
curtailed quantities. The lower 
grades are in plentiful supplies. 


Japan Wax—The spot market 
continues to mount and at the mo- 
ment is quoted at 25c@27c th spot. 
It is predicted that further in- 
creases are certain and sales at 
27c@28c th within two weeks are 
looked for. The primary market 
is very firm and spot stocks are 
meager. 


Rosins—The spot market has 
not shown any decided change 
over the week. The trend has 
been upward and sales have been 
made in small volume only. Cur- 
rent quotations are: B, D, $12.70; 
E, F, $12.75; G, H, $12.80; I, 
$12.85; K, $14.10; M, $14.35; N, 
$15.10; WG, $16.35: WW, $18.00. 


Tankage—Sharply ‘ower prices 
on South American for shipment 
is a feature this week with quota- 
tions at $4.10 and 10c unit. New 
York and Chicago are both un- 
changed and all grades are dull. 


Turpentine—On a quiet market 
prices showed a decline of 1c gal. 
for the week with spot sold at 
88c gal. 


(Special to Cuemicat Markets) 
Savannah, Ga., Dec. 13—Turpen- 
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tine closed firm on Saturday at 
8234c gal. with offerings of 103 
bbls. sold. Additional sale of 300 
on contract was also made. The 
price has shown little change for 
the week, although it did decline 
early in the week to 8lc recover- 
ing on Friday. Demand for the 
past week has been good, but most 
of the sales were on private terms. 
The demand is expected to con- 
tinue brisk throughout this week. 
There is considerable loading for 
foreign shipments and the exports 
for December are expected to reach 
12,000 bbls. Receipts last week 
were 3,563 bbls.; sales reported, 
912 bbils.: shipments, 951 | bbls.;

The rosin market closed Satur- 
day with all the offerings, 1,296 
bbls., sold to one exporter. Rosine 
also showed declines over the early 
part of the week, but they recover- 
ed later and at the close on Satur- 
day were on about a par with the 
previous week’s close. The under- 
tone of the market is getting firm- 
er every day and although the mild 
weather in October and November 
increased production, the demand 
is fully able to absorb it. Ship- 
ments during December should 
continue heavy and effect a big re- 
duction in the stocks.

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FERTILIZER COMPANIES 
FINED FOR AGREEMENT 

(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Baltimore, Dec. 13—Thirty-six 
fertilizer companies, defendants in 
anti-trust proceedings brought by 
the Government, were fined sums 
ranging front $1,500 to $3,500, by 
Judge Morris A. Soper in U. S. 
District Court, today. Three com- 
panies named in the Government’s 
complaint did not plead. The 
Carolinas Chemical Co., South 
Carolina, and Hand Trading Co., 
Ga., were reported to the court to 
be in liquidation. 

The companies produce 6,500,000 
tons, about 85 per cent of the fer- 
tilizer made annually in the entire 
country. They are accused of 
making agreements to lessen com- 
petition and of manipulation of 
freight rates. 

The Government's complaint 
charged specifically that during 
three years preceding May 1, 1926, 
the defendant companies carried on 
their trade “pursuant to an under- 
standing and agreement between 
all of said corporate defendants to 
lessen in essential respects com- 
pelition among themselves as_ to 
terms and conditions oi sale,” and 
agreed upon the use of “certain 
ports as exclusive basing points, 
and of including freight rates from 
said ports in prices.” 

The defendant companies are: 
Adair McCarthy Bros. Inc., Amer- 
ican, Agricultural ‘Chemical Co., 
Armour Fertilizer Works; Baugh 
& Sons Co., Caraleigh Phosphate 
& Fertilizer Works, Carolinas
